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This decision is in response to applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed in the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office on 21 February 2007. Applicants' have provided a 
copy of the petition under 37 CFR 1 , 137(b) that applicants claim was filed in the Office on 29 
September 2005 and a copy of the date-stamped postcard for the submission. The Petition Under
